PARIS, Jan. 3. — Paris 
newspapers reported today 
that France has asked Great 
Britain if she would be will- 
ing to send troops to the Ger- 
man frontier, to replace 
French forces, in a case of 
war with Italy. 

The newspapers Paris-Soir and 
Intransigeant indicated the question 
was raised in discussions between 
the British and French general 
staffs, in which the two nations 
were considering how they would 
aid each other in the event of Italy 
attacking British ships in the Medi- 
terranean. 

The French were represented as 
feeling if their aid was required by 
Britain in fighting off the Italians 
it would mean taking troops from 
the Rhine frontier to reinforce those 
along the Italian border. 

This would weaken French de- 
fences against Germany, from 

which the French fear there is 
danger because of Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler's réarmament program. 

No conclusion as yet has been 
reached in the Franco-British talks, 
the Paris-Soir said, but the “prin- 
ciple” of the French contention “is 
admitted.” 

Premier Mussolini of Italy is be- 
ing kept informed of the conversa- 
tions, the Paris-Soir added, “since 
it depends upon only Italy to keep 
them entirely theoretical.”

Syracuse Stars 


One of Man’s Oldest and 
Apparently Most Impos-! 
sible Dreams Have Now 
Been Realized. 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Editor 


ST. LOUIS, Jan. 3. — Science 
Thursday gave man an eye to see 
in the dark—a foot-long vacuum 
tube on which the invisible infra- 
red and ultra-violet rays that fill 


the air form a visible, living, 
moving. continuous image. 

The new tube was shown for the 
first time at a general meeting of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science by its dis- 
coverers and inventors, Dr. V. K. 
Sworykin and Dr. George Morton 
of the Radio Corporation of Ameri- 
ca laboratories. 

They have realized one of man’s 
oldest and apparently most impos- 
sible dreams. Briefly they have 
taken beams of electrons and focus- 
sed them just as the lens of the 
human eye focus light. Like light, 
electrons carry. optical images. 


MECHANICAL RETINA 

Then, inasmuch as the eye can- 
not see even focussed electrons, the 
two scientists have made a mec- 
hanica! retina which sees the elec- 
tron images exactly as the retina 
of the eye sees images in light. 

This mechanical retina is a round 
sheet of glass, nine inches in diame- 
ter. Over it is spread a fluorescent 
chemical, which converts the elec- | 
tron images into visible images in 


| ordinary light. 


The tube including its artificial 
retina is enclosed in a_ telescope, 
about the size of a large camera 


in the usual manner. The observer 
looking into its receiving end sees 
the artificial retina and thereon 
the scene brought in on the in- 
visible rays. This scene is greenish- 
black and white, without other 
colors. But it is as sharp and dis- 
tinct as visible light. 


CRUDE DEMONSTRATION 


This first telescope is only a com- 
paretively crude demonstration 
machine to show science that an- 
other “insoluble” problem has been 
solved 

Nevertheless many practical ap-| 
plications appear to be immediately | 
realizable. An airplene with such a 
telescope could guide itself into a 
recret landing field by an _ infra- 
red, or black light, beacon, so dark 
as to be invisible to persons near 
it on the field 

If an infra-red searchlight exist- | 
ed, this new telescope could follow 
its invis'ble dark rays and see by 
them the same as the eye sees by 
an ordinary searchlight | 
VERY GOOD SOURCE 

There are no infra-red search- | 
lights but they can be built readily. 
An inefficient electric light, for ex- | 
ample, is very good source of in- 
fra-red rays, The searchlight and 
telescope could be used for sending 
invisible military signals at night. 

Biologists were the most interest- | 
ed of today’s spectators. They sce 
immediate use of the new eye 
Hereiofore they have been limited 
to photography for sceing in the | 
ultra-violet and the infra-red. Now, 
they commented, they can soon) 
have microscopes for both kinds ot 
rays. The ultra-violet reveals ob- 
jects smaller than can be seen in 
light of any kind. 

The infra-red rays make it pos- 
sible to see some distance into liv- 
ing tissues, particularly the human 


| 


body, With an infra-red micro- | 
scope a _ physician could look | 
directly at the blood running 


through veins and arteries about an 
inch below the skin. 


SHOWED ONLY STILLS 


All these possibilities have been 
demonstiated in the last few years 
by photographic plates, which are 
sensitive to both kinds of invisible 
rays. But the photographs had to 
be developed and they showed only | 
“stills” ond not invisible life in| 
action 

The new electron telescope, how- 
ever, dovs not use merely the same 
rays which photographic plates 
record, It takes these invisible 
rays, converts them into electrons, 
and then reconverts the electrons | 
into a visible image. 

To do this the incoming invisible 
rays fall on a convex glass or 
quartz lens about an inch and a 
half in diameter. This lens seals 
the receiving end of the new vac- 
uum tube and is coated on its inner | 
side with caesium, a metal sensi- 
tive to light. 


SPEED OF LIGHT 


The caesium gives off electrons 
in proportion to the light rays strik- 
ing its surface. The electrons stream 
out at the speed of light, inside the 
vacuum tube. They stream helter- 
skelter in all directions. 

The problem solved was how to 
focus these electrons as light is 
It was colved by use of 


of the tube at the end where the 
electrons come off fhe lens are neg- 
atively charged with electricity. At 
the opposite end of the tube, the 
walls are positively charged. The 
electrostatic field between these 
two charges focusses the electrons. 

They converge to make clear im- 
ages on a glass screen, which is the 
end of the tube opposite the receiv- 
ing lens. This screen is the new 
mechanical retina.

Customs Act May be Re. 
vised When Pact With 


Japan in Effect 


OTTAWA, Jan. 3—New pow- 
ers ae a sort of tariff arbiter be- 
tween the Canadian government 
and foreign countries will be 
exercised by the Canadian tariff 
board when full effect is given 
to the trade notes exchanged 
recently between Canada and 
Japan and the Canadian note to 
the United States in connection 
with the reciprocity treaty. 
Experts hold to the opinion the 
Japanese note introduces something 
new in customs administration in 
that it gives authority to a board to 
review and perhaps alter or cancel 
the decision of a minister of the 
crown. 

Just how this will be worked out

LONDON, Jan. 3—Legislation for 
protection of the British investing 
public was recommended last night 
by a stock exchange committee 
which for a year has been investi- 
gating “fixed trusts.”

000) has been invested in the fixed 
trusts in the last four years, much 
of it in small savings. 

The fixed trust movement, which

THE CANS WILL EXPLODE 


Somebody ought to invent an oil can that 
won't explode; and then the legislature should 
make it illegal for anyone to sell, buy, use or 
have in his possession any other kind of a can. 

That apparently is the only way to stop 
people burning themselves and others to death 
by pouring coab oil into cook stoves. 

“Accidents” of this kind are wholly prevent- 
able. They would not happen if nobody tried 
to hurry up the fire by pouring the oil out of 
acan. If an open dish were used there would 
be a “flash” but no explosion. 

Over the last ten years more than a score 
of people in Alberta have died, horribly, as 
the result of this foolish and known dangerous 
practice. They tempted fate and paid the 
penalty, sometimes immolating others also. 

These tragedies do not appear to be getting 
fewer. A non-explodable can seems to be the 
only thing that can stop them. 


TITLES AGAIN 

No Canadians appeared in the list of those 
upon whom the. King bestowed New Year’s 
honors. The omission was “by request.” 

Some years ago parliament instructed the 
then Prime Minister, by formal resolution, to 
make no further recommendations to His 
Majesty of persons who might thus be appro- 
priately ognized. 

Premier Bennett said this resolution was 
binding only during the life time of the par- 
liament which passed it; and proceeded to nom- 


inate those to whom he thought titular dis- 
tinctions 1 ) As this was assumed to be, 
and was, the wish of the late parliament, the 


titles were forthcoming. 

Premier King has taken the ground that the 
parliamentary prohibition should stand until 
parliament sees to cancel it. Hence there 


are no New Year’s hono list of Canadians.

BACK TO REALITIES 

Edmonton, like New York and other im- 
portant centres of population in this and other 
continents, was evidently very glad to see the 
last of the old year. The celebrations indicated 
anything but sorrow at the “death” of 1935; 
and unbounded joy over the arrival of 1936—~— 
which no doubt will pass out twelve months 
hence with the same demonstrations of popular 
disregard. 

Why, it would be interesting to know, all the 
whooping because a new year has started? It 
ig customary of course, but why the custom, and 
why is the custom kept, with growing rather 
than lessening enthusiasm? 

Nothing but the calendar changed at mid- 
night on Tuesday. The moon changed on Wed- 
nesday, but not until several houvs later. Noth- 
thing that matters materially altered, and it 
was material conditions that people were think- 
ing about when they rang the bells and blew 
the whistles. Everybody hoped—and hopes— 
the new year wil] bring better times than the 
old. Hence we celebrated its arrival. But why 
celebrate because of a hope based on nothing 
but the clanging of a clock” 

The new year has carried over the condi- 
tiens of the old. There is the same work to 
be done, the same battlcs to be fought, the same 
difficulties to be encountered. These things are 
continuing. They will not be mended because 
we use different date: The will not 
“bring” us better things. We will have to gain 
them for ourselves, by the same 1 means of 
thought and foresight and industry and enter- 
prise. The celebrating over, it is as well to 
get this clearly in mind and not stake faith on 
an airy notion that prosperity will come just 
because we have pulled down one calendar and 
hung another in its place

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THE ALBERTA SUNDAY 

We are still making precedents in Alberta. 

Up until recent months politicians and poli- 
tical parties in this province have respected the 
Sabbath day by ceasing from their labors there- 
on. No doubt there have been infractions of 
the rule here and there; but it has been the rule, 
clearly defined, thoroughly established, wel] 
understood, openly recognized, and generally 
observed. 

This rule is now in the discard, and al! par- 
ties and politicians are released from the 


truce. Premier Aberhart, of whom something 
different might be expected, has broken it not 
once but repeatedly, deliberately, purposefully, 
personally, and through members of his cabinet. 

A political broadcast by the Premier or one 
of his Ministers is now a regular Sunday after- 
noon feature on the program of the Govern- 
ment and the party. None the less political be- 
cause the address is preceded by a hymn, pre- 
faced by a pray@, and more or less sprinkled 
with biblical references and seasoned with 
theological language. 

The object avowedly is to set before the 
listeners the policy of the Government, and the 
content of the addresses is nothing more or less 
than an elaboration of that policy, coupled with 
replies to critics and assurances of fidelity to 
the promise given. Whatever it may be called, 
an address of that kind is “politics.” 

No party is any holier than another, or may 
invest itself with a right to do what others may 
not do. What Mr. Aberhart is doing now other 
political leaders wil! as a matter of course and 
of necessity also do in future. 

As fevised by the Premier, the commandment 
for Albertans now is: “Six days shalt thou 
labor—if you can find anything to do—and on 
the seventh talk politics.”

Britain, slow to begin, is now vieing for 
supremacy with the best productions from 
Hollywood. One of the British masterpieces, 
“Trans-Atlantic Tunnel,” has been drawing 
crowded houses to an Edmonton picture house 
all this week. No book could portray the mighty 
engineering work and the clash of physical and 
emotional forces, such as is shown in the film 
picture. The tunnel scenes were filmed during 
the boring of the great new Mersey tunnel and 


’ its drainage tunnels. They have a real life set-

r ing smile, 


ting, that cost millions of dollars, Apart alto- 
gether from the fascinating story and the real- 
istic acting, the film is a liberal education in 
enginering work. One sees the giant core being 
driven through the rock, the great water-tight 
doors that seal the compartments against flood- 
ing, the power plants, hospital staff and the 
blasting of the final wall as the great drills 
meet. It is more than realism—it is reality. 

Hollywood has been driven back to British 
history, administration and social life for many 
of its recent masterpieces—‘Clive of India,” 
“Sanders of the River,” “Life of a Bengal Lan- 
cer,” “The Crusades,’ “David Copperfield,” 
“House of Rothschild,” “Barrets of Wimpole 
Street,” “Becky Sharp,” etc. We in Canada 
may yet be indebted to Hollywood for teaching 
the young generation its British history. 

Soon we are to see “Mutiny on the Bounty,” 
acclaimed as the greatest picture of the year, 
and having, in the acting of Charles Laughton 
as the cruel Captain Bligh, the greatest piece 
of individual acting of the year. I stole a march 
on the theatre-goers and saw “Mutiny of the 
Bounty” being run through by the provincial 
censor, Capt. Pearson. I was intrigued at seeing 
one hard-boiled theatre manager clapping his 
hands like a youngster at a Buck Jones “west- 
ern,” at some of the tense and moving scenes 
in “Mutiny of the Bounty.” 

The main outline of the story, readers of 
sea lore and of the Nordhoff and Hall trilogy, 
are familiar with—of the departure of H.M.S. 
Bounty nearly 150 years ago for Tahiti fora 
shipload of young breac-fruit trees for the West 
Indies, of the rising against Bligh’s cruelty, of 
the marooning of the captain and a score of his 
men in a lifeboat in mid-Pacific, of their mar- 
vellous 3800 mile trip in the open boat to 
Timor, and of the destruction of the ship on the 
rocks of Pitcairn after the men had taken to 
themselves wives from the Tahiti girls. On this 
ample fr of real tragedy, Director 
Frank Lloyd—a former Edmonton man—aided 
by the realistic acting of Laughton and his 
company, have built a great picture. 

There is an exact replica of the famous ship. 
One sees the confusion and bustle of departure, 
the press gang at work taking men from their 
homes, the stern captain like a thundercloud. 
A man from one of the other ships had been 
sentenced to forty lashes before each ship of 
the fleet for striking an officer. He is dead be- 
fore he reaches the Bounty, but the stern mar- 
tinet orders the punishment to be inflicted on 
the corpse pursuant to Article XXI. 

The sea pictures, with the ship straining un- 
der her canvas and creaking in her timbers are 
enough to make one seasick with the poor 
wretch mast-headed in a gale as punishment 
for questioning an order. You don’t wonder 
after the hopeless struggle to round Cape Horn, 
the order to “’bout ship” and sail eastward 
round the world, the incessant hardships and 
cruelty followed by the paradisal life at Tahiti, 
that the men mutinied at the next taste of 
cruelty.

I think Laughton’s performance as 
Captain Bligh establishes him as the greatest of 
living actors. 

The story has improved upon the cold truth 
of history, by having Bligh come in pursuit of 
the mutineers on H.M.S. Pandora which he 
wrecks on a reef while chasing the Bounty 
through a mist. The Bounty too is smashed on 
the rocks of Pitcairn Island and her wreckage 
burned to destroy all trace of her and of her 
men. That is a scene all will remember. 

Although the picture shows the officers at 


the courtmartial—including Captain Horatio 
Nelson—scorning the hapless Bligh for his 
cruelty, he later became Governor of New 


South Wales with its predominant convict pop- . 


ulation. There he acted so harshly that other 
authorities intervened, and Bligh was placed in 
prison. He must indeed have been a_ great 
sailor, for despite both black marks on his re- 
cord, he was subsequently made an admiral. 
But the mutiny on the Bounty led to the aboli- 
tion of much of the cruelty practised on the 
men who were pressed for service onto His 
Majesty's ships.

Dinner: Mutton chops; parsnips; cooked lettuce; 
string bean salad; stewed apricots. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Glass of fruit juice be- 
fore breakfast; toasted dry cereal with cream 
(no sugar). Lunch: Rice en casserole; aspara- 
gus; salad of shredded lettuce. Dinner: Tomato 
and celery soup; baked white fish; spinach; 
stuffed tomatoes; Jello or Jell-well. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Poached egg on 
Melba toast; stewed peaches. Lunch: Generous 
dish of Junket. Dinner: *Lettuce soup; Salis- 
bury steak; buttered beets; lettuce salad; apple 
whip. 

*LETTUCE SOUP—Shred two medium- 
sized heads of lettuce and put into a large kettle 
over a low fire with three or four cups of 
water. Let simmer for an hour and strain off 
the liquid, mashing as much as desired of the 
cooked lettuce through the colander. If liquid 
does not equal three cupfuls, add hot water. 
Next, add a tablespoonful of chopped parsley 
and three cups of whole milk. Return to the 
stove and heat to almost boiling point, season- 
ing with a little salt. When ready to serve, add 
a generous sprinkling of chopped parsley and a 
teaspoonful of whipped cream to each serving. 
Thin strips of Melba toast may be used if 
desired. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. Kate C. writes: “I am 
bothered off and on by a feeling of nausea. 
Food is distasteful and I am sick at my stomach 
after*eating. My husband thinks I have bilious 
attacks, my mother says it is due to eye strain, 


and I think I have stomach trouble. Who is 
right?” 
ANSWER—There is no way in which I 


might attempt to tell you what is the under- 
lying cause of the nausea without first examin- 
ing you. The best plan is to have an examina- 
tion made by a doctor near enough to examine 
you personally. Nausea as a symptom may 
arise from several different causes, among them 
being stomach disorders, liver and gall bladder 


disorders, eye strain, and colitis. In women, 
prolapsus is often sufficient to produce this 
symptom because of the downward pressure 


exerted by the sagging organs upon the pelvic 
organs. Occasionally, nausea is induced as the 
result of emotional dis ances 

QUESTION—Mrs. U. J. asks: “Why is it that 
you do not recommend more bread with your 
menus?” 

ANSWER—I find that with most people 
there is a tendency to overeat on starchy foods 
such as bread. Most people use too much bread 
to the exclusion of other foods. Try using bread 
as the principal starch at the meal and combine 
with it the cooked and raw vegetables. It is a 
good plan to use the real whole wheat bread. 
One doing heavy muscular work or exercising 
vigorously will be able to use a larger amount 
of bread than one physically inactive.

NOT IRREVELANT

its life and could therefore be 
expected to fight with all its 
strength; thirdly, and it is a point 
which has never been sufficiently 
stressed, that Sir Henry was 
Primarily a passenger man and 
was inclined to lay an emphasis 


than that, Sir Henry's methods of | 
public combat were sometimes pros | 
vocative, 

BEATTY'S ANSWER } 

In his private associations, a) 
gentle, unassuming man with a/ 
great fund of simple good humor, 
Sir Henry in his public relations 
was not unconscious of the value 
of personal, as well as impersonal, 
publicity. The impression was 
created that he was driving con- 
sciously at the stronghold of Mr. 
Beatty's popularity. And Mr. 
Beatty’s answer was a series of 
talks on a variety of topics to aud- 
jences of many different types. He 
would go out—indeed, the advertis- 
ing requirements of his railway 
made it imperative that he go out— 
and try to beat the Canadian Nat- 
ional chief at his own game. 

The result is now history—the 
existence at the same time in the 
same country of two railway presi- 
dents in the habit of delivering pub- 
lic addresses to all sorts of gather- 
ings on all sorts of subjects, whose 
trips of inspection began faintly to 
resemble lecture tours through the 
country reminiscent of Chautauqua. 

In a way this was gratifying, for 
enlightenment lies in such activ- 
ities by public men, but it was also 
slightly worrying. In this regard it 
is essential to note, out of fairness 
to Mr. Beatiy. that the responsibil- 
ities of his position rendered him 
politically incapable of making the 
sort of statements which brought 
Sir Henry Thornton such great pop- 
ularity. 

Sir Henry was trustee of a 
country's railway at a time when, 
due to his efforts, it had changed 
from a pathetic failure into a bril- 
liant success; there was nothing 
that the people wanted more eager- 
ly to hear than that their railway 
would become bigger, better and 
more elaborate; they expected Sir 
Henry to be sympathetic to the 
body of railway workers and they | 
accepted him as the servant of 
themselves. 


WISE INVESTMENTS 

Mr. Beatty, on the other hand, | 
was responsible primarily for the 
wise administration of money in- 
vested in his railway by persons 
who expected a consistent and con- 
siderable profit; although he had, 
necessarily, to present all his views 
as the considered opinion of a Ca- 
nadian patriot, he had perforce to 
express the views of his main em- 
ployers, who were, perfectly justi- 
fiably, interested almost exclusive- 
ly in getting their ten per cent div- 
idend at regular intervals 


As the clash of personalities be- 


upon that phase of railroading 
not wholly justified in view of 
the paramount importance of 
freight business in Canada, What- 
ever the justification, however, 
the war was on and the two sys- 
tems began to compete—with 
passenger and freight trains, ex- 
press and telegraph services, 
steamships and hotels. 

It had early become apparent that 
the Canadian Pacific was in favour 
of following an aggressive policy in 
regard to branch line construction, 
and the fact that a Canadian Nat- 
ional branch line program was 
thrown out of the Senate, and a 
similar Canadian Pacific program 
accepted, had increased apprehen- 
sions at McGill Street, and strength- 
ened the determination of head 
office to follow a rigorous course of 
action. 


PRETENCE LAID ASIDE 


When the pretence was laid aside 
and the war became an open one, 
the National was ready to embark on 
a comprehensive campaign of de- 
velopments. As the years hurried 
toward the cataclysm of 1929 the 
Canadian National management de- 
livered smashing blows at the nerve 
centres of the Canadian Pacific 
system, blows the effect of which 
was not to be felt until revenues 
dwindled under the influence of the 
depression; and the Canadian Pacific 
drove into the heart of the richest 
Canadian National territory. 

At Halifax, at Saskatoon, at Van- 
couver, hotels were projected which 
would operate in direct competition 
with those of the Canadian Pacific; 
duplicate trains smashed trans-con- 
tinental records, often leaving at 
approximately the same time and 
racing neck and neck between East 
and West. The new buildings at 
Jasper Park came into existence. 
and—since the visitor who decides 
to go to Jasper, often has decided 
not to go to some other, similar re- 
sort—-they were in a sense, a dupli- 
cation of the anadian Pacific's 
Banff Springs resort and the 
Chateau Lake Louise. 


CHATEAU LAURIER 


The Chateau Laurier, Sir Henry's 
most beautiful legacy, was develop- 
ed into the hotel which it is today, 
with its fine, Roman swimming 
bath, its exquisite suites and un- 
rivalled reception rooms.

The Empress, certainly among the 
four most luxuriously furnished lin- 
ers afloat, has earned r.ore money 
than it cost, but it must have done 
so at the expense of the other ships 
in the Canadian Pacific fleet, whose 
operations have been restricted 
presumably in order to give the 
Britain full scope; the Royal York, 
largest hotel in the British Empire, 
is ipso facto one of the most risky 
investments; and Lucerne-in-Que- 
bec, the winter pleasure resort of 


the East, has been a losing prop- | 


osition for years, despite the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Dunning to its 
control after he had announced his 
resignation from politics.

Thomas Walker, city assessor, 
introduced the question of an assess- 
ment on the Calgary Power to) 
cover power line towers and other 
Outside equipment on city-owned 
property. Such equipment was not 
assessable under the former agreec- 
ment between the city and company 
and under an arrangement made 
when this agreement expired last 
fall the company was given a 
“reasonable time” to remove its 
power equipment. Questions to be 
determined are whether an assess- 
ment is justified and also the value | 
of the equipment if it is not in use. 

Assessment of $114,000 placed on 
the packing plant building of 
Gainer's Ltd. was confirmed by the 
court. The company asked for a 
reduction in this figure owing to 
the fact that the building had not 
yet been completed.
